Breaking 
through breaks in the knobs which 
shelter the city the whirlwind passed 
through tl«- pretty suburb of Fairland, 
and proceeding from southwest hi north- 
east. struck the city at about Eighteenth 
and Maple. 

Thence it proceeded in narrow con- 
fine's, alternately dipping to the earth 
and causing liavoc or bounding high 
into the air over the roofs of buildings. 
When Baxter s piare w— reached at Jef- 
ferson and Twelfth tl7 storm spread 
and covered a wide stretch on Jefferson, 
Market. Main and down to the river at 
Sixth street, where it disappeunxL

The pride of Louisville is its immense 
tobacco ware lions as ou Main street. 
Of these only three remain. Four 
thousand men are employed in this 
industry. and most ' of tliem 
are thrown out of employment. 
H ?re a ware house was to be seen in an 
utter state of collapse, with hundreds of 
hogsheads piled upon each other amid 
tin) debris. 

The new I’ho-nix ware house, just 
completes!, is a mass of ruins. Tha oc- 
casion of its opening « a< made a gala 
one, ami on the day before the di.-aster 
a large d' -legation of visitors of eastern 
Kentucky were roya 1 >' entertained. 

The wjirst injured buildings on Main 
street are Watkins, Pease & Company, 
sash, doors and blinds; Great River to- 
bacco warehouse; Fails City ware house, 
Kentucky Scale company, and Louisville 
Wine ccinrianv. 

At tbs Falls Clly Hall Huildiag. 

It was at the Falls City hall building, 
on Market street, near Twelfth, that the 
tornado dealt most harshly with human 
lives. The building was' a three-storv 
brick, and towered above its fellows, 
thus re_-eivir.fr the brunt of the storm. It 
was completely destroyed. Over 200 peo- 
ple are supposed to have leen in the 
building, but the number cannot be 
known delinitely for some time. 

Hop's Lad been stretched at Eleventh 
and Twelfth streets, and members of 
the I-ouisville Legion, the crack military 
organization, and police kept back the 
immense crowd which swayed to and 
fro and with morbid curiosity feasts on 
the terrible scene. 

“Now. altogether, pull !" is the shout, 
and nil hands pull at the long rope at- 
tached to a heavy timber and rush into 
the street. Men wiih picks cautiously 
feel their way in the ruins, expecting 
every moment to bring to view a man- 
gled form. Among these are relatives 
of lo-it oue*. and their deep anxiety is 
manifested in the intensity, of their 
wi -rk. 

Borne- twelve Ixvlies were taken out of 
the front part of the ruins on Friday 
morning and taken to the improvised 
morgue in tlic rear of Buckley’s saloon, 
just across the street. 

lV-rsons enured to viewing the re- 
mains of vicl mis of accidents declared 
that the deo 1 bodies presented the most 
bnrribV sights in their experience, and 
tlic ho ttest hearts quailed. Heads were 
cruriurd and some almost ent in two. 
Trun-ts an t bn;* were flattened and so 
coa'ed with dirt as to give a mummified 
appearance.

At ll*x*«r Fq"»r« Park. 

Baxter Square park, the beautiful 
breathing spot of the city, located at 
Jefferson and Twelfth, is littered with 
fallen trees. Immense trees which have 
wit 'stood the storms of years were tom 
up like so many playthings. 

In the K bid nt Portion. 

Passing into the residence portion on 
every side are to lie seen fantastic tricks 
of the whirl-wind. 

In many places the entire fronts of 
buildings have Leen (icxtrously sliced 
away, leaving the remainder untouched. 
The complete interior stands revealed, 
ns tabling toy play houses. 

The neat housewife stands in the 
mi ls! of the desolation, gazing abstract- 
edly at her carpets splattered with mud 
and furniture crushed into kindling 
woo L 

Here and there the storm relented and 
pass si over buildings, an 1 now and then 
sirnpl v carried off roofs or tore off a cor- 
ner of a building. 

Every description of wagon lias been 
pressed into service of moving. 

Among tlic Churches. 

The tornado amused itself with church 
buildings. I ho c ruined are 8L John's 

Episcopal, St. Patrick's Catholic, church 
and convent of the Sacred Heart, and 
a colored Methodist Episcopal church on 
Twelfth street. 1 he roof and steeple of 
the Third Presbyterian church were 
blown away. * 

In walking about one is struck by the 
gaiety of spectators in striking contrast 
to the Bombre scene erf destruction. This 
may be accounted for from the fact 
that but few jicrams of note perished. 

Very Fortunate. 

It is an extremely fortunate thing that 
the storm struck at an hour when the 
ware houses and lar^e wholesale houM* 
had been euqgied or employes. Other- 
wise the loss of life might liave been 
fearful. 

No damage was done to the boats lying 
in the river. A number of coal bargee 
were saved by UapL Kirker, of the City 
of Madison. 

At tlia I’atiou Depot. 

The Union depot, at Seventh street, 
and the river, au open, iron structure, is 
a complete ruin. Trains were over- 
turned. but. strange to say, none of the 
passengers were hurt. W illiara Gressle, 
keeper of the lunch stand, is the only one 
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i wo unknown colored women.

AT GRAND RIVER, KY. 

Tbr«o Killed and Seventeen Hurt — Kail- 
road lirldgr Dmtrojrd. 

Evansville, Ind., March 31. — James 
Norfoleet, a director of the Grand 
River company, at Grand River, Ky., 
arrived in this city late Friday evening 
and brought details of the havoc played 
there by the storm. The city is located 
about eighteen miles south of Paducah 
and midway between the Cumberland 
and Tennessee rivers. 

It is a small place and the headquar- 
ters of a company organized to develop 
the iron industry. The principal office 
was completely destroyed, tue hotel 
partially so, and eight other houses 
blown down and destroyed. Richard 
Beck, Abe Murray and a little boy were 
killed and seventeen others seriously in- 
jured. 

RrUlge WrerkeJ. 

The new iron bridge just constructed 
over the Cumberland by the Newport 
News and Mississippi 'Valley Railroad 
company, near Kuttawa, was wrenched 
from the piers and tlirown into the 
river. 

At Kddyville. 

The track, of the storm was also 
through EddyviRe, where it struck a 
settlement and killed two persons and 
wounded nineteen others. 

At Blackford, Kjr. 

Evansville, Ind.. March 31.— A letter 
received from Blackford, Kv., at 12:39 
o'clock last nijjht, confirms tfie report of 
the terrible calamity at that point. The 
corresiKindent states that nearlv the en- 
tire town w as swept away on Thursday 
night. But few houses remain stand- 
ing, ami these are badly damaged. 
Many people were killed. The damage 
and loss of life in (lie country are re- 
ported very large, but nothing reliable 
could lie learned as there was no chance 
to make an investigation, owing to the 
l) coded country.

Comment* of That Fabler on tlic Fall* 
City's Calamity. 

The Courier-Journal Saturday morn- 1 
ing said: i 

“The result of the terrific tornado which 
struck Louisville Thursday night do not 
become le?s appalling as they are more 
distinctly defined. There was, unless 
in some unimportrnt detail, no exagger- 
ation in the account of the calamity 
which T1 k> Courier- Journal published 
yesterday morning. 

“The blasted section in the light of 
day smites the spectator with a most ! 
impressive sense of desolation. All day ! 
yesterday the work of reclaiming the \ 
dead: of saving stocks; of clearing in 
some degree the streets; of canvassing 1 
the needy nueng those so suddenly de- i 
priced of their subsistence; of raising 
funds to supply their wants, was zeal- 
ously prosecuted, and all day the streets 
were thronged with thousands curious 
to look upon tlic horrors which had been 
visited ujion their fellows. 

“Daylight beside; disclosing more 
plainly the nature of the disaster, lias en- 
abled more reasonable approximations 
of the extent of its losses in lives and 
property, although tiiess as vet must be 
only appiO'itnan- ms. At the latestac- 
counts only ninety -two bodies have been 
recovered frem the ruins, while it is 
futile to speculate by how many the list 
of ihe dead wi 1 be lnci eased as the work 
of reclamation progresses, or as injuries 
to those yet living prove fatal. About 
twenty survivors are very seriously, if 
not mortally hurt, 

“There are various estimates as to the 
material lo s. A conservative calcula- 
tion makes it aliout 8-, '•99,00'). Most 
place it considerably more than that 
figure. Dun's estimate is $2,509,000. 

“Prompt nieaa res are being taken for 
the relief o' su ierers. City council has 
appropriated S29,otO for this purpose 
and $ 20 , 00 !) more "has been subscribed by 
citizens of Louisville. 

“This sum will lie increased in pro- 
portion to requirements, and there is 
every reason to say to sympathetic out- 
siders that Louisville alone can and will 
prove equal to caring for her unfor- 
tunate.

AT GRAND TOWER, ILL. 

Four Persons Reported Killed and a 

Number Wounded. 

Grand Tower, HL, March 31.— About 
4:39 Thursday afternoon a terrific cyclone 
half a mile in width passed over the city 
and towns adjoining, layiDg waste every- 
thing in its path and spreading death 
and desolation in many houses. 

Grand Tower escaped with hut the de- 
molishing of a church. The cargo 
shelter of the Hitchcock wharf boat was 
taken upon the bank some 300 feet. The 
freight on the wharf was damaged only 
by rain. The worst of the storm wps 
among the homes of the poor colored 
inhabitants.

The Masonic hail roof was blown off, 
and the Odd Fellows' hall was com- 
pletely demolished. 

AT METROPOLIS. 

But One Life L'tst — Many Injured — Low 
£100,000. 

Cincinnati, March 81. — The following 
was received from Metropolis, 111., Sat- 
urday morning, and is quite different 
from the news of Friday which stated 
that several hundred lives had been lost 
there: 

Mktropolik. 111., March 29.— At C 
p. m., a terrible cyclone from the south- 
west struck this city, creating a damage 
to property of $109,900 or more. it 
came across and up the Ohio river, 
striking the steam ferry-boat Massac 
and J. C. Willis & Company's wharf- 
boat, first making almost total wrecks 
of them 

The Riverside flouring mill lost its 
roof and part of the wall. 

Two three-story brick business houses 
on Front street were wrecked, besides a 
number of frame structures. 

Slielton Brothers' foundry and Glass & 
Menton's stave factory were demolished. 

The First National bank building lost 
its roof, front wall and shed. The glass 
front was broken to atoms. 

All the churches are badly damaged. 

M. Shick’s pottery works was wrecked 
and dozens of residences were blown 
down or unroofed. 

Its track was about one-fourth 
mile wide in town and a mile in the 
country, Svhere it was just as severe. 

Only one life was lost, that of a 
woman, but a number are badly hurt. 

AT JEFFER SONV ILLE, IND. 

Eighteen Blocks of BullJtuga Destroyed. 

No Live* Lost — M*ny Injured. 

Jeffersonville, Ind., March 29.— A 
tornado of disastrous proportions visited 
this city at 6 -Mi o'clock Thursday night. 
Iis course was from the aa-st and went 
dne west, ruining one-half of the build- 
ings in its way. Residences on Market 
street, from Walnut to West Spring 
street, are total wrecks, and from Wal- 
nut street to the extreme western por- 
tion of the city on Front street— a dis- 
tance of eighteen blocks —all the build- 
ings are down, and the thoroughfare 
presents the appearance of being run

Cincinnati or Lexington or the south on 
the l.ouisvdie and Nashville, Southern 
or Chesapeake and Ohio Iasi night. Ail 
the railroads with the exception of the 
Penns* lvania lines are comjiellod to sus- 
pend operations. 

In Indiana. 

The cyclone crossed the river, striking 
Jeffersonville, Ind., badly wrecking 
Front street, which is on the river, but 
no lives were lost. Hundreds of wound- 
ed have been taken to their homes and 
the hospitals.

Tlicre is no doubt that the business of 
Louisville lias received a severe blow 
from which it will take some time to re- 
cover. Estimates on property losses run 
from $1,000,000 to $4,990,000. 

Almost upon arriving in the ill-fated 
city the visitor was impressed with the 
fact that something unusual had oc- 
curred to interrupt the routine of daily 
life. Great excitement was visible 
everywhere. Bmdoess was practically 
•usjiended. Merchants gathered in 
groups here and there and discussed the 
horror. Great crowds lined the streets — 
all going in the direction of the de- 
vastated district. 

In the neighborhoods where death liad 
reaped his richest harvests intense anxi- 
etv « as depicted on the faces at those 
whose relatives or friends were buried 
in tlie ruins. 

When the destroying demon of the 

winds had ssled his maw by razing the 
frail little cigar building he took a curi- 
ous freak. 

Bounding up at an angle of -»5 degrees, 
tlie upper floor only of the west wing of 
the hotel was carried away. Here 
Thomas Ay era, proprietor of a laundry, 
his wife an! little girl, had quarters. 
The wife and child, thoroughly terror- 
ized. stood rooted to the spot, and would, 
no doubt, have perished, hail not the 
husband, wilh presence of mind, seized 
them and dragged them to a place of 
rafetv at the opposite side of the house.

watch, and if men have lived (as soma 
scientists claim) for 100,000 years, then 
how singular the fact that for 90,000 
years of that time no one ever had a 
watch. 

Of course the watch grew out of the 
precedent use of tho clock, and it was 
about 000 years between the first clock 
and the first watch. That is as closely 
as one can estimate dates when the pre- 
cise year of either invention is un- 
known. 

The invention of the clock is generally 
ascribed to the monk Herbert, who was 
afterward raised to the tirau under the 
name of Pope Sylvester II. The first 
clocks were cumbrous things, calculated 
only to be hung to tie wall and worked 
with cords and weights. For a long 
time they wore only used in convents 
and monasteries, where they helped to

THE DEATH'S HEAD WATCH, 
except that in order to protect tho key- 
hole they were surrounded by a large 
silver case. This gave them the shape 
of tho fiat turnip, and tho popular voice 
Irreverently called them “lurnlp 
watches.” 

The French were the first to Intro- 
duce judicious improvements in weight 
and size. There was one exception to 
the grotesque forms which went out of 
fashion in the seventeenth ecnturv, and 
that was in the ease of watches made in 
the form of a cross and intended to bo 
hung by a ring to the girdle. They are 
sometimes railed Abbess watchos.but for 
no good reason. One curious fact in the 
history of watches fs that in one of the 
halls at Oxford there is the figure of a 
female who is said to have been the first 
wearer of a watch. No one seems to 
know what her name was or when she 
lived. 

A remarkable incident in connec- 
tion with ■ the history of watch- 
making is told about a watch- 

maker by tho name of Arnold, 
who lived at Salisbury, England, and 
who was present at the Pheasant inn 
one day when a number of persons were 
discussing what was called a remarka- 
ble feat, which was that of oiling the 
weather-cock upon tho spire of the 
cathedral. As this was 404 feet from 
the ground it was counted a difficult 
end dangerous feat. Arnold laughed lit 
taa idea and offered for a small sum m 
ascend the spire: to take with him his 
tools and a watch; to take the watch to 
pieces on the very top of the spire: to 
clean it properly and to bring it down in 
less than an hour. He accordingly 
climbed the spire, fixed his back against 
the stem of tho weather-cock, com- 
pleted his task, and descended within 
the given time.

Some paper, speaking of the tomato 
crop, says that 72.000,000 cans “were put 
np this year past,” and refers to the old 
times when the tomato was called the 
“love apple” and held about as fair a 
match for “ground cherries” as food for 
man or beast. Mr. B. B. Suigrovc, tho 
oldest newspaper man In the city, says he 
remembers seeing, when a boy, in 1833 
or thereabouts, several stocks or bushes 
of “love apples” growing on the north 
side of Market, street, near Delaware, in 
the garden of John Wilkins or “Archie” 
Lingenfclter. They were not called “to- 
matoes” and nobody thought of eating 
them more than “jituson burs." They 
were not commonly grown, even for gar- 
den ornament, and it was a half score of 
years later before they came Into even 
occasional table use. But he remembers 
that some of the doctors of that day com- 
mended them as a healthful thing to 
eat, and the name “tomato” became fa- 
miliar. Fifty years or more ago this 
was the fame and focal value of the 
tomato, now more often and generally 
used, and in more forms, than any other 
garden product whatever.

The dials were of silver and brass, the 
cases had no crystals, hut opened at the 
back and front, and were four or five 
inches in diameter, about the size of a 
common dessert plate. 

Tho first great Improvement of tho 
watch — the substitution of springs for 
weights — was in 1G50. These springs 
were not colled, but were only straight 
pieces of steel.

fnsee was invented, connected with a 
coiled mainspring in a barrel. This was 
fastened ‘o a piece of catgut, which was 
wound around a spiral-grooved fusee in 
the shape of a cone. The last coils were 
around the small end of the cone, thus 
presenting in the running of the watch 
the least leverage to the greatest force 
of the spring. As the cone was un- 
wound the leverage changed in propor- 
tion to the force ol the spring. This 
made it possible to attain considerable 
accuracy in tho running of the watch. 
A small linked chain was substituted for 
the catgut and this style of chain re- 
mained until comparatively recent 
times. Tho spiral hair spring, which 
is so necessary for equalizing tho mo- 
tion, was iuvon ed and attached abont 
tho year 1659 by Dr. Hook. Lengthen- 
ing or shorten! rg tho spring lessens or 
increases the vibrations and makes the 
regulation of th? watch an easy matter. 

The cases of '.he early watches were 
made for personal adornment, and were 
of all sorts and shapes. One that be- 
longed to Lad)' Fitzgerald tells in a 
curious way the classic tale of 
Jupiter and Gannymede. The works are 
contained in the body of the eagle, which 
opeus across tho center and displays tho 
dial plate richly engraved with scrolls 
aiid flowers. 

The silver gilt watch in the form of a 
death's head was given to Mary, Queen 
of ticotts, by her husband, the dauphin 
of France.
